He believes that great 
wealth in the hands of a few individuals im- 
proves business by producing new capital and 
industrial expansion; he is therefore against 
the reduction of net profits. Depressions, he 
thinks, are caused by the over-expansion of 
bank credit. Written in fast-moving, verb- 
less sentences, the book is an impassioned de- 
fense of capitalism; many positive, unqualified 
statements are a main weakness. For an op- 
posing viewpoint, see Fairchild, Economics for 
the millions (Booxkutst 36:230, F 15 40).

PORTRAIT 


OF A 


LIBRARIAN 


Wiliam Howard Brett

PEN portrait of an American library pioneer, drawn “with 
the true perspective which only the years can give,” by one 
who worked closely with Mr. Brett. 
Miss Eastman briefly sketches Brett’s early boyhood, when an avid 
interest in reading was first observed and nurtured by a bookman 
whose shop was a favorite rendezvous of book-lovers. She relates 
how Mr. Brett, appointed librarian at Cleveland in 1884, succeeded 
in building a library system which “is not only a monument to his 
genius as a librarian, but through which he gave a compelling inter- 
pretation of the place and power of books as a force in education 
and society.” 
An early and fervent sponsor of open shelves, he also pioneered 
in the development of children’s rooms and school libraries; of 
library stations for adults in factories, churches, and settlement 
houses; and of branch libraries. Many other means were devised 
for bringing books to the attention of the public and for interesting 
readers. 
A successful administrator and “most widely beloved of librar- 
ians,” Mr. Brett made numerous significant contributions to library 
science, to professional library training, to bibliography, and to 
library administration and architecture. 
“It was his character quite as much as his attainments that made 
his career what it was.”
